Border Rules Eased 


Canadian Citizens May Enter U.S. 
Up To Six Months Without 
Passports 
WASHINGTON. — Attorney-Gen- 
eral Tom Clark announced that Can- 
adian citizens may enter the United 
States for visits up to six months’ 
duration without passports, visas or 

other documents. 

The new regulations are the result 
of negotiations between Canada and 
the United States which have 
carried on intermittently for 
months, 

Mr, Clark said the new procedure 
“will enable Canadian citizens to en- 
ter the United States under much 
the same conditions as American 
citizens are permitted to enter 
Canada.” 

Under wartime travel restrictions 
Canadian citizens were admitted for 
up to 20 days without being register- 
ed and fingerprinted under the alien 
registration act if they held proper 
travel documents,
